PROMISE OF ASSEMBLE ~ 
HOLDS PEOPLE IN CHECK. 


Manifesto Convening Two Na- 
tional Houses May Be Issued 
Tomorrow or Next Day—People 
Are Awaiting Developments. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 6.—The defeat 
of Rojestvensky, the prospects of peace, 
the activities in Manchuria are ignored 
topics here. 

All Interest centers in the elevation of 
Governor-General Trepoff to the office of 
Assistant Minister of the Interior, a posi- 
tion which makes him virtual dictator, 
and gives him the power of imprisonment 
without accusation and of banishment 
without trial. 

That the rioting, disorder and possib!y 
open rebellion which were to be expected 
following the announcement of Trepoff's 
elevation, meaning as it does a policy 
of repression and tyranny, have mot been 
in evidence, is due to the fact that it is 
persistentiy reported that there is a silver 
lining of the dark cloud of the appoint- 
ment. 

According to semi-official statements an 
imperial tnanifesto will be issued tomorrow, 
the Empress’ birthday, or on Thursday, the 
festival of the Ascension, and wil] imme- 
Giatély realize the popular demand for a 
parliamentary regiine by creating a legis- 
lative. assembly, consisting of two houses. 

The Lower House will be called the Go- 
sudarstvennaia Duma, “Imperial Duma,”’ 
and the Upper House, Gosudarstvennaia 
Sovet, or the present Council of the Em- 
pire. While the Upper House will enjoy 
the preponderance and power of the Lower 
Mouse will also have legislative functions. 

The Hmperor wi!l retain complete, con- 
thol ofthe Legisiative Axsertibly, with the 
ee of veto and power to dissolve assem - 

fies and order the new elections. 

The assembly will be presided over by 
a member of the Pmperor’s choosing. 
Members of the assembly will be elected 
for three years. Ministers and chiefs of 
bureaus will be members ex-officio of the 
legiskitive asacmbly, 

Should the above information prove ac- 
curate, as there is every reason to believe 
it iz. the prediction of the Liberals at the 
opening of the war that the Emperor of 
Japan would give a constitution to Russia. 
appears about to be realized. 

But if the iron hand of Tepoff is to be 
goved in velvet it is extremely unfortu- 
mate that the Russian Emperor did not 
couple Trepoff's appointment with the 
issuing of the manifesto, as the announce. 
ment of the former with no palliative has 
created gomething like consterna- 
tion.

HEAT PROSTRATIONS 
GO TO CITY HOSPITAL. 


All serious cases of heat prostration this 
summer are to be treated at City Hospi- 
tal and not at City Dispensary. 

In former years spectal preparations were 
made at the Dispensary for the treatment 
such cases, but ft is considered 
to take them direct to City Hosiptal. 

At the hospital a bathtub filled with ice 
water constantly in readiness. Into 
this one prostrated from heat is plunged 
soon as received at the institution, After 
the temperature has been reduced by this 
means, the patient is given a stimulant and 
treated in one of the wards until able to 
cave, 

lcebags are kept constantly ready at the 
Dispensary and when there is a heat pros- 
tration call two are taken along in the 


ambulance and are placed on the head of 
the victim to keep the temperature down 
while he ts being taken to the hospital. 
Dr. Henry J. Scherck, City Dispensary 
physician, says it is important to discrimi- 
nate between heat stroke and heat ex- 
haustion. In the former there its great in- 
crease in temperature, sometimes to as 
high as 107 or 108. The treatment is ice 
water baths and ice packs. In heat pros- 
tration the temperature es below normal 
and stimulants are

Against Police Official for 
Neglect of Duty. 


The, Supreme Court today at Jefferson 
City sustained the demurrer in the case of 
the State. vs. Poliee Captain Samuel J. 
Boyd, charged with neglect of duty. 

The information was first held by Judge 
Moore of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion to be insufficient and the case was 
taken by the State to the Court of Appeals, 
who reversed Judge Moore, holding the in- 
formation to be sufficient. 

The Supreme Court, acting on the appeal 
of the defense, sustains the Court of 
Appeals on all but one point and-holds that 
where an officer is indicted for malfeasance 
or neglect of duty, the information or in- 
dictment must charge not only neglect, but 
wilful corrupt conduct on his part. 

Judge Fox, who wrote the opinion in the 
case, said, among other things: ‘Doubtless 
the defendant in this case, who was a Cap- 
tain in the Police Department, was: under 
the supervision of the Board of Police Com- 
| missioners.and the Chief of Police, and for 
| any failure to perform the duties incumbent 
| upon him there is ample provision for re- 
| moving him from office for such failure; 
| but when the State secks to convict him of 
|} a criminal offense which may deprive him 
not only of property, at least sufficient. to 
pay the fine imposed, but his personal !ib- 
| erty as well, we are of the opinion that 
| it is essential to the validtiy of a charge of 
this character to embrace in the allegations 
} some improper motive in the malfeasance 
| charged in the indictment.”

Owner of Cahokia Structure, Built 
in 1716, Makes Present to 
East St. Louis. 


FRENCH GOVERNED THERE 


Indian Chief Pontiac Killed There 
—To Be’ Placed in 
Park. 


The historic old Cahokia Courthouse was 
offered Monday to the City Council of East 
St. Louis as a gift to the city by its owner, 
A. Cella, of East 6t. ‘Louis, = pro- 
vided the city would remove the structure 
and place it in a public park. .The offer 
was referred to the Committee on Public 
Buildings, who will recommend the accept- 
ance of the building at the meeting of the 
Council Monday. 

The Courthouse was built in 1716, five 
miles south of East St. Louis, in what af- 
terwards beeame known as the Old Village 
of Cahokia. It stood on tthe banks of the 
Mississippi River, which later .changed its 
channel and left the building a mile from 
the stream. 

Court was held in the building from 1716 
to 1809, after which the land upon which 
the structure stood changed hands several 
times and in 193 Mr. Cella, who lives at 
4% Cotlinsville avenve, purchased the build- 
ing and moved it to the World’s Fair in 
St. Louis, where it was exhibited as one of 
the historic features of the Mississippi Val- 
ley. After the Fair the Chicago Historical 
Society offered Mr. Cella a substantial sum 
for the Courthouse, but he refused to sell. 

The land upon which the Courthouse was 
built was first explored by Louis Joliet and 
Father Marquette in 1673 and remained un- 
der the control of France unti? 176. The 
first trading posts and forts were located 
at various places on or near the Mississippi 
River, and later became five villages, ex- 
tending from Kaskaskia on the south to 
Cahokia on the north. 

The Courthouse remained. the seat of 
Government for the French, the. North- 
western Territory and the new State of 
lilinois until 1809, when the seat was moved 
from Cahokia to Belleville. 

The original Government as a county 
was established in 1809 by Gov. St. Clair 
and was called St. Clair Cunty. 

Cahokia being located in the Great amer- 
ican Bottoms, attracted different tribes of 
Indians and the Government commissioners 
met at the house of Col. Whitesides and 
adjourned to the home of George Blair, 
where they determined that it was to the 
best interests of the. public to change the 
place of holding court and recommended 
that a new county seat be located in a 
corner of George Blair's cornfield; which 
was done, and the foundation of Belle~ 
ville, which has since remained the count- 
ty seat, was laid. 


Pontiac Killed There. 


Several incidents and skirmishes  be- 
tween the Indians and French occurred 
near the Courthouse and have added to 
its historical interest. The Great Chief 
one of the greatest Indian gen- 
erals known, laid conspiracies for massa- 
cres near the place, and assembled his 
Indian tribes to attack the French at this

The Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
in Washington has now under considera- 
tion a recommendation from the Postoffice 
Inspector's office in St. Louls that the 
Woman's Magazine, published by the 
Lewis Publishing Co., of which Edward G. 
Lewis, president of the People’s United 
States Bank. is president, be deénied ad- 
mission to the mails as second-class mat- 
ter 

A conditional decision is expected on this 
matter at any time. 

The Postoffice Department has the power 
to order Postmaster Wyman to refuse to 
receive the publication at second-class 
rates without giving Lewis a hearing, but 
it is not believed that this course will be 
pursued, even though the department 
shoul! find probable cause for sustaining 
the recommendation. 

It is considered probable that if the Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General should de- 
termine that probable cause existed for re- 
fusing the second-clas rate to the Woman’s 
Magazine that Lewis will be cited to appear 
and show cause why the publication should 
not be excluded. 

In the recommendation which has been 
forwarded to Washington it is charged 
that the Woman's Magazine is not circu- 
lated because of a literary or news value, 
but that it is published for the purpose of 
advertising the People’s United: States 
Bank aud other concerns, in which it is al- 
leged Lewis is financially interested. 

It is also alleged that the publication is 
circulated at a nominal subscription rate. 

The postal laws, in giving the requfre- 
ments for the admission of a periodical as 
second-class matter, say: 

“It must be originated and published for 
the dissemination of information of a pub- 
lic character, or devoted to literature, the 
sciences, arts, or some special industry, 
and having a legitimate list of subscribers: 
Provided, however, thaf nothing herein 
shall be so construed as to admit to the 
second-class rate regular publications de 
signed primarily for advertising purposes, 
or for free circulation, or for circulation at 
nominal rates.’’ 


Has Temporary Permit. 

Athough a line is carried in the Woman’s 
Magazine stating, ‘“‘Entered at P. O., St. 
Louls, as second-class matter, December, 
1899," the publication has mever been for- 
mally entered as second-class matter. It 
is admitted by the Postmaster at St. Louis 
temporary permit issued by the Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General. 

This was a privilege granted the Win- 
ner Magazine, formerly published by 
Lewis, and whigh was succeeded by the 
Woman's Magazine in August, 1902. 

While the department has under consid- 
eration the admission of a publication at 
second-class rate, it is customary for the 
temporary permit to be issued. 

This usually provides that a sufficient 
amount of money to cover the mailing of 
the issue at third-class rates shall be de- 
posited with the Postmaster pending a de- 
cision. ‘ 
lf the publication is admitted as second- 


|

class matter, the excess over the- second- 
class rate is refunded. Otherwise the de- 
posit is to be retained by the departmnt. 
This latter provision was not included in 
the permit for the Woman's Magazine. 

The Woman’s Magazine sent through the 
mails as second-class matter goes at the 
rate of 1 cent per pound. At third-class 
rates it would cost 8 cents per pound, a 
difference of 7 cents, 

Taking the sworn statement of A. P. 
Coakley, Advertising Manager of the Wom- 
an's Magazine, in the June number, the 
mailing of the publication for May was 
238,276 pounds. This, at the rate of 1 cent 
per pound, would amount for the month to 
$2382.76. At the third-class rate it would 
amount to $19,062.08, a difference of $16,679.:2. 
Taking this as a basis and counting a pub- 
lication for 3% months, the difference be- 
tween the third-class rate, which postoffice 
inspectors ask that the magazine be com- 
pelled to pay, and the second-class rate, 
which it has been paying, would amount 
to $583,776:20. 


Permit May Be Revoked. 
’ If a publication is Officially entered as 
second-class matter, which inspectors al- 
lege cannot be done except by a certificate 
of entry from the Third Assistant Post- 
master-General, it can only be refused 
after a hearing before that official. 


If it is entered on a temporary permit, 
as in the case of the Woman's Magazine, 
they allege, it can be refused at any time 
on orders of the Third Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General without a hearing. There is 
no expectation that such radical action 
will be taken in this case, however. 

The law provides that after a certificate 
of entry is made a publisher may print a 
Statement to the effect that the publica- 
tion is entered at second-class rates, but 
that such a statement must not be printed 
until the certificate of entry is made, al- 
though the publisher is permitted to state 
that such ‘application has been made to 
the department. 

The principal contention in the recom- 
mendation which has been forwarded to 
Washington is that the Woman's Maga- 
zine is intended primarily to advertise the 
People’s United States Bank and other con- 
cerns conducted by Lewis, and that it is 
circulated at a nominal rate. 


What Is “‘Nominal” Rate? 


According to law the subscription price 
is considered nominal when— 

‘The publication advertises or asserts 
that it is furnished to subscribers at no 
profit, or irrespective of payment of the 
subscription price. 

“When it appears from the contents or 
from the intrinsic inducements offered in 
combination with the publication that the 
circulation of the publication is not found- 
ed on its value as a hews or literary jour- 
nal, and that subscriptions are not made 
because of such value, but because its of- 
fers of merchandise or other consideration 
result, in effect, in its circulation at ap- 
parently a nominal rate.” 

Postmaster Frank Wyman refused to 
ee the Woman's Magazine case, say- 
ng: ' 
“This is a matter regarding which at 
this time I am not at liberty to make a 
statement of any kind, 
say that the Wotman'’s Magazine was re- 
ceived by my predecessor and has been 
received by. me ver since I have been 
Postmaster. Whether or not there has 
recently been any special attention called 
to this matter I cannot say.’ 


M'GRATH RESIGNS 


Recent Head of Gambling Squad, 
on Force 20 Years, Says He 
Is Going Into Business. 


Thomas B. McGrath, recently head of 
the Gambling Squad, resigned as a city 
detective Tuesday morning. His resigna- 
tion was handed to Acting Chief of Detec- 
tives Keeley without any cause being giv~ 
en for his action. 

McGrath says he intends to go into busi- 


ness. He will receive $1000 from the Police 
Relief Association, having served 20 years. 

McGrath became a detective in 188. 
Three years ago he was promoted to head 
of the Gambling Squad. Six months ago 
the Gambling Squad was abolished, fol- 
lowing revelations that gambiing was 
prevalent in the city. 

McGrath had worn badge No. 1 for sev- 
era] years, this being considered an honor 
by members of the force.

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Shot Another Colored Man, but 
Crowd Thought White Was 
the Victim. 


CORNERED IN A GROCERY 


Ran Through House, Scaring Sick 
Woman—Surrenders With- . 
out Fight. 


Henry Murphy, alias Mtke Cox, a negro, 
after shooting another negro, William Jer- 
dan. 102342 Morgan street, at the corner of 
Morgan and Eleventh streets, gave a crowd 
of several hundred peopk a long chase 
Tuesday morning through crowded streets 
before being brought to Bay behind a coun- 
ter of a grocery store in Seventh street. 

Murphy shot Jerdan after a quarrel over 
some money, the bullet striking Jerdan in 
the back and necessitating his being sent 
to the City Hospital. Another bullet fired 
by Murphy passed through a four-inch post, 
The revolver used was of 38-caliber. 

After firing the shots Murphy ran back 
through a passage to the rear of the tene- 
ment and came out on Eleventh street, 
running north to the first alley and then 
east. 

The word was spread that he had shot a 
white man and a crowd gathered to pursue. 
It became larger as \the chase grew longer 
and soon there was \a howling crowd of 
two or three hundred railing behind the 
negro. The latter carried@tke smoking big: 
revolver in his hand and his followers did 
not press too closely. 

In the alley, Murphy ran to Ninth street. 
Then he crossed north to Franklin avenue 
and ran One square east, dodging among 
people gofng to work, with which the street 
was filled, and creating a panic for a mo- 
ment. At Eighth street he turned north 
once more, as far as Wash street, when he 
again went east. 

The negro dodged into an alley between 
Eighth and Seventh streets and ran north 
to the next intersecting alley, where he 
turned east again. 


Ran Through Store. 

From this alley he ran into the rear of 
the premises of Bernard H. Weintraub, 
grocer, at 1017 Seventh street, Without 
stopping, he plunged through the kitchen 
at the rear of the store and then through 
the bedroom, paring ar Weintraub lay ill. 

The woman jump up when he entered, 
but the negro flourished his revolver, 
threatening to shoot if she cried out. 

Then he went on into the grocery and 
dropped down behind a counter. Wein- 
traub was out in front of the store and did 
not know of the negro’s presence until he 
saw the great crowd coming. 

The crowd surrounded the _ store, but 
feared the gun the negro carried and no- 
body entered. The Carr Street Police Sta- 
tion is one-half square north and the com- 
motion was noticed there. 

Sergeants Quinlivan and Meyer. and Po- 
liceman Birmingham went to investigate. 
Quinlivan immediately started in at the 
front door, accompanied by Birmingham, 
while Meyer went around to the rear. 
The three came upon the negro crouching 
under the counter. He made no resistance. 
His revolver was found hidden behind some 
boxes. 

When searched at the station, 100 cart- 
ridges were found in Murphy's possession.

* Little Johnnie Davidson, 6 years old, was 


not kidnaped ait all. 

' For 36 hours litte Johnnie’s mother, Mrs. 
Mabel Davidson of 4112 Laclede avenue, 
was distracted because of his disappear- 
ance, and haunted the Manchester Avenue 
Police Station in an effort to learn if the 
police had heard of him. Last night Po- 
liceman Timothy J. Sullivan became a de- 
tective, whose duty it was to find little 
Johnnie, and at 5:30 a. m. today he found 
the boy. 

Little Johnnie was at Kirkwood with a 
negro woman, Martha Arnolds, who had 
found him alone and crying on the street 
Sunday night, had petted him and tried *- 
comfort him, and then he ran after ner 
and cried in a new outburst of grief at his 
fear of loging his new-found friend, had 
taken him to her home, cared for him and 
fed him. 

Sunday night little Johnnie went walking 
with his mother and Miss Nellie Nelson, 
who lives with them. Little Johnnie got 
separated from the women, and when they 
went to look for him he was not to be 
found. They looked for him everywhere, it 
seemed to them, but they did not look in 
the right place. 

When little Johnnie found he was lost 
he was at Sarah street and Laclede ave- 
nue. He could not find his home. It was 
dark and little Johnnie was frightened. He 
began to ofy. 


Befriended on Street. 


A Laclede avenue car came along, stop- 
pet and two negro women, Marthe Ar- 
nolds and Lucy ake, who had been to 
Jefferson , got off. They saw the 
weeping little boy on the corner and spoke 
to him. He sobbed replies to their ques- 
tions and they petted him. His tears 
dried. 

Then their car, a south-bound Meramec 
Highlands car, came along. They told lit- 
tle Johnnie they had to leave him and go 
home. Little Johnnie wanted to go with 
them, but they said they. could not take 
him, that his mamma would be uneasy 
about him. 

They got aboard the car and the car 
started. Little Johnnie, crying bitterly, 
ran after it. The conductor, Patrick Mur- 
ren, stopped and took him aboard. He 
ran to the two women, threw himself into’ 
their arms, and begged them not to leave | 
him. They took him in the seat with | 
them, and before they got to Kirkwood he | 
had sobbed himself to sleep.

NEW YORK, June 6.—It was learned 
upon unquestioned authority this morning 
that the report of Francis Hendricks, 
State Superintendent of Insurance, has 
been already drawn up so far as James H. 
Hyde is concerned. The report of Mr. 
Hendricks will find in connection with Mr. 
Hyde: 

First—That James H. Hyde has been 
guilty of acts as Vice-President of the 
Equitable Life which require his removal 
as an officer and director of the society. 

Second—That the Attorney-General of 
the State will be directed to bring an ac- 
tion for the removal of Mr. Hyde as an 
officer and director of the Equitable Life. 

In regard to James W. Alexander, the 
report of the State Superintendent will find 
that he has been negligent and is inca- 
pacitated by age to administer the many 
duties of the important office of President 
of the Equitable Life. No charge of dis- 
honesty will be made against President 
Alexander. 

Notwithstanding the statement made by 
Gov. Higgins at Albany that he did not be- 
lieve that a legislative investigation of the 
Equitable scandal would be necessary, it-is 


positively learned that a special session of: 


the Legislature will be called about the 
middle of the present month, and that an 
overwhelming demand for an investigation 
of the Equitable would then be made. The 
report of Superintendent Hendricks will be 
made public on June 15, just about the 
time the Legislature will convene in special 
session. 

Though E.H. Harriman, who was prac- 
tically driven out of the board of directors 
Friday last by James H. Hyde, would 
make no statement today, it was learned 
that he intends to do é¢verything in his 
power to drive Mr. Hyde out of the society. 
Should Mr. Harriman decide that a legis- 
lative inquiry will bring about_.this result, 
it Is expected that he will urge ex-Gov. 
B. B. Odell, when" the latter arrives here 
from Europe next Saturday, to use all his 
power as leader of .the Republican State 
machine to have the Legislature, at its 
special session, appoint an investigation 
committee. 

The present condition of the Equitable 
was described by one of its officers as 
most deplorable. He said that it was due, 
in @ way, to the rule or ruin policy which 
young Mr. Hyde or his advisers have seen 
fit to adopt. The business of writing new 
insurance, he said, had come practically to 
a standstill. The agents of the company in 
this and other cities are leaving the Equit- 
able in droves and the whole agency force, 
he said, was disorganized. Lasc month new 
business fell off $8,000,000. 

The directorate of the Equtiable is rap- 
idly being depleted. Men who labored for 
months to bring some kind of order out of 
the chaos into which the affairs of the so- 
clety have degenerated are giving up the 
task as hopeless. Jacob H. Schiff, for 12 
years a director of the society, sent in his 
resignation last night. T.-Jefferson Cool- 
idge of Boston, another director, and one 
of the: members of the nominating com- 
mittee of. seven appointed to select a 
candidate for the newly created office of 
chairman of the board, also formally an- 
nounced his determination to resign
